If St John’s had ' lost fh.e case, 
Oxbridge colleges Would have been 
revolutionized overnight. Mr John 
St -John’s .senior, tutor, 
ad nutted afterwards! . 

Mrs Hugh-Jones, who is repre- 
sented by a Cambridge fellow; Mr 
Peter Wellington, . wfll claim that

Universities of Oxford mul Cam- 
bridge Act, under which the col- 
lege specifies male fellows only, 
stays intact. 

But the tribunal also referred to 
section 43 of the Acr, which says 
that “charitable instruments *' me 
exempt The college statutes, it de- 
cided, were such instruments. This 
was the argument St John’s used. 
It made no bones about the fact 
that it was discriminating, basing 
its case on this not being unlaw- 
ful. 

Prospects for the appeal do not 


It has been gener- 
ally accepted tliat Oxbridge col- 
leges could escape the Act's provi- 


leges could escape the Act's provi- 
sions. Many have gone or are going 
coeducational anyway, belatedly 
moving with the times. According 
to Peter Wallingmii, a lecturer in 
labour Jaw at Trinity Hull, only 
St . John’s, Magdalene, Corpus 
Christi, Pcterliousc and Pembroke 
have no changes planned. Seven

a majority pf two-thirds is needed' 
to change college statutes.

We are all quite properly taught w 
in revere Copernicus ■ and his ir 
demonstration tnat die earth is not w 
ai the centre of the universe. So p 
we should be, for everything that 
has liuppened in cosmology hi the 
past four centuries has seemed only 
lu confirm tlie truth of what 
Copernicus was getting at. Nor 
merely is the earth not at the 
centre of the universe, but nenlicr 
Is the sun. With the building uf tho 
first large telescopes at tiie begin- 
ning of the century, it became 
clear that our galaxy was by no 
means unique.

For the past half-century, then,

In the circumstances^ it Is per- 
haps remarkable that the cosmo- 
logical principle, has worked as well

The first national evaluation of 
Head Start, conducted hy the 
Wosrinfihouse Learning Corpora- 
tion and Ohio University in 1969, 
was particularly disillusioning, 
siiowing negligible positive effects 
on subsequent school work. 

The impression left by Westing- 
house-Ohio and similar studies of 
the period — that the benefits of 
compensatory education were at best 
short-lived — remains strong today. . 

Many politicians and other 
middle-class ’ Americans support 
Head Sturt because they feel they 
have got to do something to lielp 
poor black kids (who make up half 
the programme’s clientele) and they 
cannot think of anything bettor to 
do, not because they have much con- 
viction that it works. 

Others have dismissed Hend Sturt 
as an educational programme but 
support it because of the health enre 
and social services it delivers. . 

But over the past two or three 
years, an impressive body of evi- 
dence has boon accumulating to 
show that the earlier, negative im- 
pression was wrong und that pre- 
school does have a long-term' bene- 
ficial effect on the educational per- 
formance of disadvantaged children.

Sir, — Many of the dou-bts about tho 
N and P proposals have come front 
touchers of sequential subjects, and 
as science teachers wo find little 
comfort in the two most recent 
publications of the Schools Council. 
Under the N and F scheme all 
subjects might expect to attract 
more students, hut in the survey of 
19 schools and colleges published 
in Bulletin 38 the smallest percen- 
tage increases arc in physics, che- 
mistry and mathemntics, 31 per 
cent, 34 per cent and 49 per cent 
respectively, which are much less 
than the 67 per cent suggested by 
a simple . munerica'l seeling.. It 
appears that biology might have a 
substantial increase in numbers 
(109 per - cent); some of this in- 
crease appears to be in human Mo- 
logy which, though excellent oik 
eneral educational grounds, would 
o little to increase the potential 
pool of students qualified for 
science-based courses at a univer- 
sity or polytechnic. 

Wo welcome tiio greater choice 
and broadening of the curriculum 
that a five -subject pattern produces 
but like the Standing Conference - 
on University Entrance in their 
report L/n i ue rsf lies and the N and 
F Proposals wc question that It 
leads to u postponement of choice; 
The SCUE report states, "if tho 
standard combination is to be two 
F and three N, und the universities 
insist on named F levels for their 


course requirements, then the new 
scheme could actually be more res- 
trictive in terms of entrance than 
the three A level curriculum and 
would therefore accentuate prema- 
ture specialization and the narrow- 
ing of opportunities 
We strongly support the sugges- 
tion, first put forward by Sir Alan 
Richmond, and now made by SCUE 
and by the Royal Socicty/Instituta 
oE Physics 'Committee for Physics 
-Education, 'that four subjects at 
one level would be a most accept- 
able compromise. Four- subject S at 
one level would allow studeus to 
keep options open longer than in 
either -the existing pattern or 
that suggested -’by the N and 
F proposals. There would be 
some - .loss In choice, blit an 
jmmensd gaih in flexibility of 
timetabling and ease of, exami- 
nation.* There would be fewer diffi- 
culties for universities in 1 making 
conditional offers during the 
transitional period, end it would 
ensure that enough work could still 
be done at school ; tp. maintain .the 
present three' year science and en- 
gineering courses at the univer- 
sities mid polytechnics.

A small creche was established for the 
pre-school children, looked after initially 
by a rota of mothers and pupils involved 
in child care CSE courses. The mothers 
drank coffee and gossiped, gradually and 
with increasing confidence eavesdropping 
on lessons going on simultaneously. The 
community worker, who had by this time 
gained their trust, then took certain 
lessons in child care, and the teacher 
sat among the mums. 

The next stop was to ask the mothers 
to exhibit to the pupils some points of 
child rearing, such as changing a nappy. 
Gradually discussion, informal and un- 
structured at first, started to take place. 
Eventually the community worker, with 
the teaching staff and outside help, was 
able 'to start ' a formal structured adult 
education, course in child rearing. " 
Mothers, some of whom had rejected 
school, had now experienced with confi- 
dence air adult education class, where 
theory and practice, discussion nnd 
debate had been natural and acceptable. 
Once they had confidence aqd security 
Jn education, the next stage. Was to dis- 
seminate their knowledge and percep- 
tions to other mothers in the neighbour- 
hood.

Fewer girls than boys take 0 and A 
levels, far fewer girls get apprenticeships 
or go to university, women graduates 
earn 35 per cent of male graduates* sal- 
aries. In recent years the comparative 
lack of success among women has been 
well documented. 

The implications of these statistics are 
more disturbing if we trace them back- 
wards. From birth to 11 or so, girls are 
ahead of boys in tests of verbal skill, 
intelligence and academic ability. Some- 
where between 11 and 1G, the years when 
crucial decisions about the future are 
taken, they begin the downhill slide.

PETER TURNER describes how Surrey is helping its schools to set up learning resources centres 


.Schools considering the establish- 
ment of learning resources ecu ires 
am often daunted by the high initial 
costs. To provide viable facilities 
for individual learning using n 
variety of niediu, appears to be be- 
yond their fin an dal resources. 

Not only is equipment needed for 
audio, cassette and records, for 
viewing slides and strips, but there 
is also the cost of [ihe considerable 
collection of materials for all the 
academic subjects studied by pupils 
. , of secondary school age. Although 
, some, of .those items may be avail- 
able already in ' academic depart* 
. ments, it is unlikely diat sufficient 
apparatus ami appropriate materials 
can be collected to eliminate the 
need for further acquisition. 

Vet, if tlie'iuiuia! collection of 
materials provided in die learning 
centre is inadequate, it is difficult 
.to demonstrutp its value to staff 
and students. Jf the centre fails 
. to provide learning opportunities 
for. h satisfactory number of , pupils, 
It Is not possible to. justify the staff 
needed to supervise those that do 
make use of it. . . 

Obviously, the staffing .of any 
learning centre should not be at 
t|tB expanse of increased class sizes 
in other pans of tbe school, Thus, 
.it is; vital that the' centre can pro- 
vide leer nine resources for a 'sub- 
stantial number of pupils even dur- 
, Jng the first year of Its .existence. 

It is also Important to ensure 
•that the centre provides variety in 
approach and choice of media. 
Although muny may prosper for a 
time on a diet of printed materials 
taken from magazines, abandoned 
books and the like, others will need 
an audio visual approach which is 
. only possible if there has been ade- 
quate cupital investment. 

Surrey schools have been helped 
to overcome this problem bv a 
system of long-term loans. This 
system, which we call pump priin- 
“8* nos helped to compensate for 
,,the difficult financial conditions of 
ty wWiis It possible 
for schools to borrow items needed. 
The collection of equip rtieiit and 
materials, wiiicli has been acquired 


from the iroilcaiuii of t-’i] lupine nr 
und niiitcriuls fur use over ;i ihreu 
nr four your peri nil. 

The bnlnuce of these items' can 
be adjusted during that period to 
accommodate changing needs, and 
it is usual for ihe withdrawal of 
lunn equipment, for rcalloctitiou 
to oilier project schools, to lie 
spread over n period of time. It 
is expected that schools establish- 
ing a centre with, support from the 
i Programmed Learning Project, will 
use their capitation Co purchase 
Items to replace the equipment on 
loan und allow this gradual with- 
drawal of project equipment to take 
piece. TIi is permits the establish- 
ment costs 1 for n resources centre 
to be spread over a number of 
years. It ensures that staff, pupils 
and parents see the value of the 
facilities and are more inclined, 
therefore, to mnkc the necessary 
funds available. 

The apparatus available on loan 
remains the property of the Pro- 
grammed Learning' Project. This 
project was originally devised to 
help In the teaching of mathema- 
tics but recently has broadened to 
Include resource-based learning in 
aid academic subjects. The collec- 
tion of equipment includes auto- 
tutor teaching machines, filmstrip- 
cassette ‘units and slide viewers 
linked with cassette players. 

Although mathematics is still 
strongly favoured in the collection 
of materials, other items have been 
added to the collection either, from 
commercial sources or as a result of 
local initiatives. The programmes 
vary from a single lesson assign- 
ment to complete courses like those 
For language learning produced by 
Stilutron and Linguaphone. The 
collection includes material for a 
variety of abilities and ages. 

The need for local production, as 
disunct from die original practice 
of hiring commercial materials, was 
a by-product of the economies in 
, “fjJiiP"?* expenditure introduced 
& The tMB**: ej&illble for 
-the- Programmed Learning Project 
was reduced to £5,000 a year which

Every effort is made to reduce 
the demand upon the teacher’s lime 
to the minimum. They are not 
expected to travel to the centre or • 
prepare any of the visuals. When- 
ever possible, their contribution is 
mAde in hhefr own school and if 
practicable, in Lheir own Classroom.

Teachers and 
cooks 

Mary Russell 

At B 1 recent conference to discuss 
the Taylor report, a head raised 
i tie quostion of nun- teaching staff 
being represented on the governing 
i body. 

| 4 What do 1 do ”, he asked, “ if I 

I want to introduce a new teaching | 
1 method and it is vetoed by the 
school cook? Not”, he added has- 
tily. “ that 1 have anything against 
cooks." 

His l-enmrk was greeted with 
nods of support from teachea's. Not 
that anyone had anything against 
cooks . . . they simply weren’t pro- 
fessionals. 

As the conference continued, odd 
joke-; and references to cooks and 
caretukers slipped into the conver- 
sation. Some people even got to 
their feet and nsked what was 
wrong with cooks ? After all. the 
Schools Meals Service had submit- 
ted evidence to the Taylor Commit- 
tee. 

Nothing was wrong with them, it 
seemed, they were probably great 
In die kitchen, but they simply 


weren’t, professionals. The follow- 
ing day things. were back to normal, 
with teachers In their classrooms, 
cooks in their kitchens, and the 
Taylor report back on the shelf. 

However, what was revealing 
about the head’s question was die 
perplexed state in which teachers 
find themselves when faced with 
the possibility of democracy within 
die school Democracy, it would 
seem, works best between profes- 
sionals. 

Teachers, like everyone else, have 
preconceived ideas and class preju- 
dices. Although they teach the 
children of lorry drivers, bricklayers 
and factory workers, they are un- 
likely to mix socially with any nt 
them. The relationship is always 
that of profession^ v parents. 

The relationship, rarely pene- 
trates to ihe point where tho 

f 'nreut is seen as a -lorry drivor or 
us conductor. It is no surprise, 
then, that having to enter into 
dcmocrntic dialogue with the cook 
presents problems. It U difficult 
for teachers to shed attitudes, bay- 
ing played the professional role for 
so long. 

A teacher friend recounted once 
how she was exhorting a child to 
work hard at school. Otherwise,” 
she warned, “you’ll end up just 
being a dustman.” The child’s eyes 
lit up. “My dad is one of those”, 
he s»id proudly. 


The practice of democracy 
requires ihe ability to recognize, if 
not share, the views and valuer 
of others. The schnol/trnirmig-— 
col lege/ school pattern has imule it 
difficult for teachers to acquire 
this ability. Small wonder that they 
have adopted the protective clo- 
thing of professionalism ”, 

In doing this, teachers seek to 
identify with tne medical profu- 
sion. punning out that no one tolls 
a doctor how to practise medicine. 
Perhaps they ought to I 
'lake the proportion of children, 
however small, for whom drugs 
such as Vallum are prescribed at u 
treat meat for stress. Should not 
teachers exercise their professional 
responsibility and their democratic 
right to query this ? 

But cooperation between teacher 
and doctor is a long way from that 
berween teacher .and cook. The 
cook has no status in .terms of 
class or job -to make such coopera- 
tion acceptable to the teacher. 

In fact, teachers ore faced with 
the possibility of their own kiss of 
status If they enter into dialogue 
with the cook. It is this feeling of 
social Insecurity that makes it diffi- 
cult for the most well-intentioned 
teacher to accept school dontocracy 
us a working reality.

A great deal of American research in- 
dicates >that many teachers positively dis- 
criminate against students they perceive 
as “ low achievers For example, a 
study of first-grade children perceived of 
os high and low achievers found that the 
11 lows ” received fewer reading times, 
fewer opportunities to answer questions 
and fewer opportunities to make recita- 
tions. 

“ Highs ” received more praise and less 
criticism than “lows”. Even when a 
"low" gave the right answer, he or she 
was less likely to be praised than a 
“ high When " highs M experienced dif- 
ficulty, the teacher repeated or re-phrased 
the question 67 per cent of the time, 
whereas the 11 lews ** received such help 
only 38 per cent of the time. 

A series of classroom observations In 
Los Angeles revealed similar results. 
“Highs” received more time to answer 
questions than w lows ", “ Lows were 
far more likely to receive a derogatory 
remark from die teacher for answering 
incorrectly, or falling to answer. “ Highs " 

, spent more time in close physical proxirii- 
ity to nlie 'teacher. 

The Los Ah gel es observations revealed 
the same pattern over a wide range of 
subject disciplines, and across the full 
age range of classes. Indeed discrimina- 
tion against " lows ” was found in every 
single classroom observation made. Col- 
lege teachers favoured “ highs ** most of 
all. 

In an attempt to break this, pattern, 


| one of the Los Angeles researchers, Sum 
Kerman, developed a teacher in-service 
training programme called “ Equal Oppor- 
tunity in the Classroom ", This project 
received a Federal grant in 1971, and lias 
been running ever since.

Tele- 
vision's impact, great as it is, is 
likely to be greater still in the near 
future (battles for the new commer- 
cial licences and a further channel

Colour is all but universal in con- 
temporary film production and in 
the libraries it is only the older 
material or IGnim versions nf pre- 
colour television programmes that 
still monochrome. Economics Im- 
posed changes — die imposition of 
charges by sponsors who hod for- 
merly distributed on free loan-j even 
the disappearance of sponsors like 
Unilever, a sod loss to education. 

But the pendulum is swinging 
back. Some have returned, to free 
lending. The highly commercially 
motivated libraries offer reduced 
charges for education.

(with some assessment) of a wide 
range of films and sound filmstrips 
on industrial and ' commercial 
careers, die list of whose distribu- 
tors occupies nine pages I 
■ But to extol (quite rightly) .some 
of the challenges and excltomcnt of 
.industrial research, technological de- ' 
Velopment, and industrial manege-' 
ment Is only au effective message if 
there trie jobs for the young -people 


to occupy. Our experience (shared 
hy the rest of the industrial world 
— although too often the media pre- 
sent it us though it were - a pecu- 
liarly British disease) indicates that 
the technological revolution will in- 
crease unacceptably high levels of 
contemporary ' unemployment aud 
particularly youth unemployment. 
This suggests that much more needs 
to be done to adjust society to the 
new technology. Yet there Is no 
evidence that fitai sponsors consider 
this. 

BP's Energy in Perspective looks 
at tiie energy problem in general 
terms. There are few films of simi- 
lar style to complement it. But 
where are tiie films about energy 
saving now, about the nature of the 
world economic crisis, about the 
adjustments society must moke to 
ensure a decent Hvins for (he future 
for us-all and for our children ? 

It. is heltie that die/ television pro- 
ducers have the advantage. They 
hnve the resources to make' topi cal 
programmes. Wbtrt wc need, how- 
ever, ere f nr more television pro- 
grammes distributed on fthu, with 
teaching notes and tho complement- 
ary background film matartad to 
elaborate an aspect of the subject in 
formal teaching. 

It is here tluu I see the real 
challenge to 16mm film. It can 0» 
on for years presenting aub- 
jects—wh other they bo the adbievc- 
ments of technology, the latest in 
sales technique, the promotion of 
product or company — much as it lias 
done In the past. 

But unless sponsors and film 
makers face' head on some of tho 
real problems of our society ((is the 
early documentary film makers 1 
sometimes did) and unless they 1 
devise some means of relating thofr 
productions to topical trends and . 
events, then I would not bank too - 
much on the health of 16mm film - 
one or two decades from now in the - 
face of die electronic competition it .. 
already . faces and die dramatic 1 
: Changes, that .Will produce ‘ by the 
'time the twinkle in the eye of 
newly-weds of 1978 leave primary , 
school. 
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I'm looking lor authoritative information to 
accompany really superb colour slides.

Sound advice on tape 


JOHN FREEMAN surveys cassette recorders 


The design of tape recorders suit- 
able for work in schools has 
changed considerably over the past 1 
10 years. Following the introduction 
of the Philips Compact Cassette 
most cassette recorders or the late 
19608 were smaller portable 
machines which performed well for 
their size but were often not suit- 
able for replaying cassettes in class- 
rooms without additional amplica- 
tion of the sound. 

It was becoming apparent that 
larger machines designed for class- 
' room use were badly needed. Row-, 
ever, who could make the piachines 
in the smaller quantities needed for 
the educational market ? It was not 
an economic .proposition for many 
of the manufacturers serving the 
. domestic market. , " 

The situation has improved ; 
some imported cassette .deck 
mechanisms h*ve come on to the 
market, and the Thom Electronic 
Group have started to manufacture

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An aid to what? 

P. O. HUTCHINGS. assesses language laboratories 
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Since the first lauguugc laboratory 
was • installed in this country— sit 
Ealing Technical Cullegt? in 1961 — 
the si fent invasion of our sell do Is by 
this new aid has steudily 'continued. 
A DES Report on Education [No 
60), published in 1970, estimated 
thnt thei-o were then 1,500 language 
laboratories in England and Wales, 
about half of which were in scbtonls; 
It is not unreasonable to surmise 
rhat their numbers are now well 
in excess of this figure. 

Administrators nnd teuchers are 
sure to have asked themselves at 
solne time what difference, if any, 
thh sophisticated machinery .has 
made to pupils' performance in 
language -skills. For lack Of further 
evidence, most will perhaps have 
had to make an assessment based 
on their owu impressions, conven- 
tional wisdom nr blind faith. 

The first serious experiments de- 
signed to measure the effects of 
rhe language laboratory were 
mounted, not surprisingly, in the 
United States, where laboratories 
were numerous and firmly estab- 
lished. Quite apart from tnu ques- 
tion of the applicability of Ameri- 
can experience to our own schools, 
researches on tha other side of the 
Atlantic have, however, not pro- 
duced a consensus of opinion. Fur- 
thermure, most of these experiments 
have earned strong criticism fbt 
lack of rigour in design or execu- 
tion ; their findings have,- therefore, 
been less than conclusive. 

Closer to borne, one particularly 
notable experiment— the sd-called 
"York Project** at Archbishop 
Holgate’s School in York, 1967-70— 
sot out to compare three groups 
ol junior boys learning German by 
.different methods, two of witich 
included the language laboratory, 
painstaking care was taken by the 
researchers in controlling variables 
that were uncontrolled lu previous 
studies.

The results from this study re- 
vealed no clear superiority ot one 
method over another. However, tho 
researchers involved have cautioned 
against generalisation, from . their 
results and sdll. claim to find the 
language laboratory a valuable aid. 

Still in search of further evidence 
about the effectiveness or other- 
wise of ulte language laboratory, 
another recent inquiry (ll tried a 
complementary approach that had 
been used before but onlv on a 
small scale — that of usking the 
pupils themselves how they rated 
their progress since using ihe lan- 
guage laboratory. . 

This: approach has its own prob-,. 
leihs, not least of which is the lack' 
of objective corroboration of the 
opinions expressd. None the less, 
this kind of survey docs offer a 
further, if subjective, .source of in- 
formation. Accordingly, this in- 
quiry questioned a total sample of 
1338 school pupils in one area of 
l lie United Kingdom on their atti- 
tudes to the lung tmge laboratory. 

This research was conducted in 
1972 as a requirement for n higher 
degree at the University of Leices- 
ter and wns f muled by : rhe Social 
Science Research Council. The in- 
vestigation involved punils be- 
tween the ages of 12 mid 16 in 40 
schools in the East Midlands ; it 
is the biggest survey ol its kind 
to date. 

The instrument used for testing 
attitudes was a questionnaire admin- 
istered personally by the present 
writer on a visit to the school 
during a normal working day.. The 
questionnaire consisted of three 
parts, testing pupils’ preferences for 
pivtm laboratory activities, inquiring 
into attitudes to a whole range of 
stated aspects of the language lab- 
oratory and inviting free expres- 
sion of nttlttidos. not covered by 
the rest of the questionnaire. 


In response to die first questions 
about language activities, -pupils as 
a whole registered preferences In 
the following descending order : 
first. Imitating French pronuncia- 
tion (repetition exercises) ; second, 
answering questions in French 
(comprehension exercises, conver- 
sation practice) ; third, listening to 
French (aural comprehension, 
transcription) ; fourth, practising 
French grammar (structure drills). 

A fifth activity, describing stories 
or pictures in French (guided oral 
composition) was rarely practised 
in schools and so results mi this 
were nnt included in the final 
analysis. It is interesting to note in 
passing that structure drills which 
nave been thought nf us particularly 
suited tn the language lubtirntory 
were placed last in preference. 

The second part of the question- 
naire which asked .pupils to agree - 
or disagree, with a set of 56.at;ltudi- 
naJ stftemepts gflvfi a mgss of 
findings' too complex to summaries, 
iu a few words. However, two broad 
paradoxical . conclusions emerge. 
First, it is clear tiiut most pupils 
appreciated the' laboratory generally 
and said dint it made “ a welcome 
change from clasxwork" (84.8 per 
cent), that they would iniss it if 
they Stopped using it (63 per cent), 
mul thut they would like to use it 
mum often (54 per cunt), 

Despite this general vote of con- 
fid mice, fewer pupils were willing 
to agree that they had made definite 
progress in various aspects of lan- 
guage performance, even In a 
sample where two nut of three 
pupils said they liked French go hoc- 
oily. The percentages nf the popu- 
lation agreeing they had made pro- 
gress are shown below: 

“ I feci that my French uccem has 
definitely got better with the lub ”, 
54.9 per cent. 

“The lab lias built tip my con- 
fidence in speaking French ", 50.4 
per cent. 

“The lub makes you able to 
answer iu French move quickly ", 
42.5 per cent.

Predictably, the fiiiu l .. free 
response section of .the question' 
nnire came up with' a miscellany oi 
comments shedding new light on 
(lie luburtunry but which defy 
simple synopsis.

Of 
course, no excessive claims can be 
made for results from - self -report 
tests of this kind. 

However, well over 1,000 pupils 
have voiced their opinions ana offer 
food for thb Light on the vexdd ques- 
tion of the efficacy of the language 
laboratories in our schools.

DAVID KILPATRICK on making filmstrips and slides 


Effective coixununicutiim can be 

S ready helped with filmstrips that 
eal witli local, recognizable sub- 
jects and familiar equipment and 
places. There is also considerable 
satisfaction from producing your 
own film-strips and children can he 
usefully Involved from rlie start. _ 

At the most basic level, filmstrips 
can be produced in black mid white 
at extremely low cost. The tech- 
nique uses normal school darkroom 
facilities and can rely almost entirely 
on bulk or surplus materials. Once 
the strip has- been planned with 
drawings, the photographs are 
usually taken on negative type 
black-and-white film. 

For single frame strips (18 X 
24mm) the photogruplis must be 

f ilaiuted to fit into a vertical shape ; 
nr double-frame filmstrips, as used 
in conventional adapted projectors 
of the Aldis Tutor type, the horizon- 
tal 24 X 36mm format of a 35mm 
camera can be used. 

To make the filmstrip, pictures 
are printed as black-and-white 
-prints, about 8in X Gin for single 
or lOin X 8in for double frame. The 
8in X 6in prints are stuck together 
in pairs In the correct order with 
the -first to appear mounted on the 
left. Using a copy stand with two 
lights at 45 s on either side of the 
print, the whole set ■ is rephoto- 
graphed- in .the correct -order 
making sure that the film in the 
camera is Winding, from - left to 
right as you face the camera back.

While each copy of the black-and- 
white filmstrip may cost 40n or 
even less, cacti copy of the colour 
filmstrip can cost up to lOp for 
each double frame (24 x 3Ginm), 
which brings a full sn ip (36 frames) 
to between G2.80-E3.60 which is 
more expensive limn commercially 
produced strips. 

If you have produced mi original 
idea for a filmstrip, photograph it 
on colour slide film msteud. Half- 
frame cameras taking the 18 x 24mm 
size ore available quite cheaply 
secondhand (about £10-£i5), uud 
most ore well made. The slides can bo 
sent to a professional filmstrip 
company if a run of copies is 
needed. If 25 or more arc produced 
you muy be able to recoup some 
cost by selling to other local schools 
at about £5, which is not too much 
to pay for an exclusive filmstrip 
on a relevant local subject. 

Resources centres may be able 
to afford more versatile equipment : 
35mm slides can be copied, olid 
single filmstrips produced with a 
duplicator such as the Bowens 
Illumatran 111, which accepts any 
nuke of 35min SLR camera and 
can be easily calibrated so that 
results are foolproof. Quality is 
exceptionally high. In Its basic 
form it costs about £160, but with 
a proper copying lens and a unit 
for controlling the contrast of the 
copy slide, the outlay is about £300. 

As commercially made duplicates 
cost from 50p to £1.50 each at this 
quality, and ones from tho Illunti- 
tran only lOp each, the cost is 
quickly recouped if slide pro- 
grammes and sets arc to be copied 
or turned into filmstrips. The de- 
vice can also make both black-and- 
white and colour negatives, 1 for 
printing, from elides. 

With subjects such as technical 
drawing or sciences using diagrams, 
there are versatile instant-slide units 
which are capable of making black- 
and-white slides and filmstrip on 
, tiio spot, but are only suited to re- 
producing lino originals. nOt full- 
time photographs. Projecldna im- 
port the Panacopy KY3000 copy 
camera, which coats over £1,500 but 
produces dry, mounted 35tutn-Hne 
slides of drawings, book pages and 
artwork of other types in less than 
one minute at about 50p a sHde.

Information for 
good decisions 

A. H. Crocker on the testing of a-v equipment 



The Educational Products Informa- 
tion Exchange Institute of New 
York (see TES, November 7, 1975) 
has as its motto : " Your decisions 
are only as good as your informa- 
tion ". That this is 0 true state- 
ment has been proved, on many 
occasions in all -walks of life and 
certainly in the field of audio-visual 
aids in education. 

Time and again one hears sorry 
rales of audio-visual equipment pur- 
chased either blindly, or as a result 
nf skilful salesmanship only ta b$ 
found unsuitable. Sometimes, , it' 
must be admitted, there is nothing 
available which is fully suitable, but 
often something better could have 
been acquired than that which was 
h-iughc, something which would 
have served n more useful purpose. 

So, seok advice mid obtain suffi- 
cient information to enable a good 
decision, perhaps even the best de- 
cision, to he made. But, from 
whore is advice obtainable on the 
selection of tiudio-vlsuul equipment ? 
For more than 10 years now the 
Experimental Development Unit of 
the National Committee for Audio 
Visual Aids in Education (NCAVAE) 
ha? been engaged upon the testing 
and evaluation of audio-visual aid 
equipment on behalf of the local 
education authorities of England 
and Wales. The NCAVAE is a body 
which has been providing a variety 
of services for schools for nearly 30 
years and which is paid for by the 
local authorities in much the same' 
way that the Schools Council and 
the NFER are' paid for. 

The testing and evaluation of 
enuioment liv the Experimental De- 
velopment Unit (EDU) results in 
the preparation of technical reports 
which are sent to all the English 
end Welsh local education aulhori- 
tles every two mouths. These rfe- 
***** be cooled by the authori- 
ties if they wish and passed on to 
anv member pf staff for use in any 
of its establishments. 

AH inspectors or advisers, or 
members of an audio-visual- aids 
selection panel, or even all head’ 
teachers could be ahli to receive 
. , F °r hhe benefit of those out-’ 
side, the- scone of the local educa- 
tion, authorities, there is also a sub-

None oE this inny seem to be t 
directly educational, but there are at 
the moment a number of experl- , 
[ ments in using microforms in teach- , 
ing and learning. Because micro- 
forms were originally seen as In- 
formation storage the library 1ms 
been the centre of attention, not 
only for newspapers and periodicals 
bu;* also for books, theses and disser- 
tations. Some periodicals are now 
only available in microform, and 
for much academic publishing it is 
probable that in the future this is 
the only way in which many im- 
portant papers will be available for 
distribution. 

But it is not just the large libra- 
ries that are investing io this 
medium. School resource centres 
are beginning to see the advan- 
tages of preparing catalogues 111 
this format, or using it to locate 
and distribute the collections or 
cuttings and oddmeilts that used 
to accumulate in cardboard boxes. 

Precious old books and documents 
are being given longer life by being 
read from a microfiche rather than 
froth the original. In one school, 
children are being encouraged to 
read (and enjoy it) through a com-, 
bination of microfiche and audio 
cassette. Elsewhere, local history is 
brought to life with microforms of 
old records projected for children 
to read and discuss. 

A riupiber of factors have com- 
bined to promote microforms in 
education, among them the steeply 
rising cost of paper and therefore 
of books. In cautrast, microforms 
are cheap to produce and easy to 
distribute. Another factor is the 
bifotrsnadm explosion.. So touch is 
'tn&t !■ ' frequently the most 
Valuable ' source bf knowledge Is a 
selection of items from a number 
of publications. Collecting infor- 
mation in one publication is useful, 
and microforms offer a suitable 
format. 

They are also economical of stor- 
age space, and the development of 
low post colour fiche is a consider- 
able advance. Microforms can be 
used for . Individual study or for 
class use. For Individual viewing 
the equipment C&u be operated in 
daylight but when | projected' for 
classroom . study, the same, condi- 
tions as for slides ore needed. They 
can al 30 be projected, downwards 
onto paper on a table. • 

. For the future one can. envisage 
microforms becoming lucre &sing?y 
commonplace in learning. Collec- 


tions drawn from books and perio- 
dicals should prove invaluable for 
purt-tlme s tilde 11 Ls for whom access 
to originu] documentation is diffi- 
cult. If the demand for continuing 
education expands as expected, this 
may well be the must economic 
ine'tliod of distributing basic infor- 
mation. Distance leiiriiing will pro- 
fit from the simplicity of production 
iiml cheapness of distribution. 

Piet nr in I information is also easily 
distributed us 11 microform, ill sep- 
arate pictures or interwoven with 
texts, accompanied by audio casset- 
tes or printed notes. The Ruvux 
audiocard is the first step to 11 
wider use of synchronized tape- 
micro fiche programmes. The pos- 
sibilities for remedial education are 
considcrnble: with microform 

images projected 011 to paper chil- 
dren can draw over the lines, under- 
take completion tasks, practice 
drawing and colouring, mid perform 
calculations. 

To get started with microforms 
requires less investment of money 
than of imagination and planning. 
Students are not dismayed by the 
medium, indeed for many it is a 
more exciting way to study than 
using books and photographs. But 
the main reason for using microform 
i9 its versatility. I11 0110 format, 
written information, photographs, 
exercises and computer information 
can b$ stored and recalled. The 
microform reader can replace the 
slide projector, filmstrip projector, 
episcope, programmed, learning 
machine, textbooks, journals and 
workbooks. 

So far, education has only begun 
to touch the fringes of the ootcntiul 
value of this medium. Developments 
are limited because the most appro- 
priate microform readers are not 
available at the right price, but 
the equipment will not be developed 
until there is greater demand. Most 
readers have beon produced for 
short term viewing rather than for 
long term study, while there have 
been attempts to define the quali- 
ties of appropriate equipment, users 
■ are still complaining of eye dbteom- 
; fort from long-term viewing. 

The future of microforms seems 
to be rosy and expansionist. There 
! is a Wide range of possibilities which 
deed Imaginative experiment. The 
more education exploits the possl- 
; bill ties of microforms, tho more 


would be wise, to ensura at this 
stage that educational use dictates 
some of die content of the material 
and the design of the egulpmont.

Although there tins been Jin short- 
age of those who have striven to 
inject dignified sense into The 
Manic Flute , what the opera cries 
nut for is theatrical caprice nu 
a par with that of Mozart's music. 
This it has triumphantly found in 
David Hockney and Jdm Cox's new 
Glyude bourne production-—- a Magic 
Flute for hedonists, hot moralises. 

Tamino in red and Lincoln green, 
the scaley, scarlet-ttmgued monster, 
the shaved foreheads of the Three 
Ladies, all immediately juuclnini a 
debt to Uccello’s “ Sc George ” and 
rhe early Renaissance. But Hockney 
and Cox are more properly medieval 
in their fabulist exuberance, pre- 
ferring to see the opera as a string 
of bright (and dark) incidents, und 
rejecting any cohesive view .us 
smacking of oppressive scholasti- 
cism. 

• What we ore shown is no hymn 
to Enlightenment order but n series 
of kaleidoscopic shakes revealing 
cultural fragments in gorgeous dis- 
array. For HacUncy, civilization -is 
a child's box of building blacks that 
no one can remember haw to fit 
together. TKq portals of Robson, 
Wisdom, and of Nature open not 
on to three' temples, hut to. a stun- 
ning aerial perspective, painted on 
a backdrop, of n desert landscape. 
Evidently Sorastro's people are on- 
gaged in its reclamation, for one 
sees neit little Bmthaus pyramids, 
formal flowerbeds and, inevifublv. a 
Californian swimming-pool. The in- 
habitants of this playground are, for 
once. not shadows of the Salt Lake 
Ci«— Tabernacle Choir, but simply 
turhtnnd stonemasons. 

Sa much for •Mo'Hr't the Mason, 
so milch ■ for the Rosicriicinn en- 
lit'htenmcnr. Yet these h truest 
wn'kers have nothing tu do with a 
Gobi Fried rich -style piolernitot. 
Ttiey parada tlte tools of their trade 


as mere totems. Suspicion that they 
scarcely know e trowel from u 
sliavel is confirmed when tlie second 
act opens to show them seated -in 
groups on die floor, taking un al 
fresco lesson from Saras iro, tlieir 
guru. These, then, ere quin- 
Lcssen dally modern folk who, be- 
cause they are no good at ■ doing 
anything, must try to .be something. 

The only person who really does 
know how to earn' a living is 
Pajiageno, o proficient birdca teller 
to judge from the lurdcr-f tiling hag 
lie brings for the Throe Ladies. 
This Piipageuei is iininivtnkiibly the 
hero oF the piece— q comedian ut 
the high altar quite upstaging die 
copfimniLitiQii candidates, Tumhio 
and Pamiiiii. It seems no accident 
here that Benjamin Luxon's Papa- 
gena should be die most accomp- 
lished characterization. lie gives a 
feathered, burlesque of Goetlie’s 
botanical , vision— a creature .strug- 
gling between his roots in the' earth 
and his head in a heaven of feast- 
ing and erode fulfilment. 

Yet Mr Luxou also' conveys bet- 
ter than anyone else (with the 
exception-, of isobel Buchanan’s 
Patman) 'die 'tenderness and 
poignancy of Mozart's vision. It was 
a sensational British debut for Miss 
Buchanan and her exquisite "Ach, 
ich foil l*s ” and the “ Bei mUnuern ” 
duet linger as two of the evening’s 
finest numbers. Other musical 
aspects did not always live up to 
this level— one thinks particularly 
of .the squally . and most unboylike 
Spirits — hut this was apparently 
Andrew Davis's first conducting of 
a Mozart opera and one chii feel- 
Confident that the production is 
.somewhere on the way to sounding 
as good as it looks.
